Youth health 
demands ongoing 
anti-tobacco fight 

Tlu> provincial government has announced new battle 
plans in the fight against youth tobacco use - the latest in 
a long line of attempts to protect kids and teens from the 
many short- and long-term health dangers associated with 
smoking. 

Whether the new plans will final¬ 
ly bring an end to youth tobacco 
use in West Central Alberta is very 
unlikely. Nevertheless the latest 
efforts are both needed and wel¬ 
come, especially if they help keep 
more young people from using 
tobacco now and in the future. 

Last week the Redford Tories 
announced several proposed leg¬ 
islative changes as part of their 
Tobacco Reduction Strategy, 
changes the government says will 
protect young people while at the 
same time making life harder for 
offenders such as merchants who ignore underage tobac¬ 
co sale bans and rules. 

“As part of our continued fight against cancer and our 
commitment to the health of Albertans, this government 
is taking action to make tobacco and tobacco-like prod¬ 
ucts less attractive to youth, further reduce exposure to 
second-hand smoke and help Albertans quit using tobac¬ 
co,” said Health Minister Fred Home. 

The government says the “Creating Tobacco-Free 
Futures: Alberta's Strategy to Prevent and Reduce 
Tobacco Use” initiative will focus on a number of priori¬ 
ties: 

• Enhancing tobacco cessation training for health pro¬ 
fessionals. 

• Expanding workplace, school-based and community 
tobacco-cessation programs. 

• Enacting legislation to protect children from second¬ 
hand smoke in vehicles. 

• Increasing social media efforts to highlight tobacco 
use dangers. 

• And passing new legislation restricting the sale of 
flavoured tobacco. 

The government will also consider a number of other 
changes over the next decade, including hikes in tobacco 
taxes, more restrictions on public smoking, new warning 
signage where cigarettes and other tobacco products are 
sold, and making tobacco cessation products and 
resources more readily available, says Minister Home. 

Alberta's Deputy Chief Medical Officer of Health, Dr. 
Martin Lavoie says the new legislative plans will provide 
a “comprehensive approach to preventing and reducing 
tobacco use and protecting from its harmful effects, ulti¬ 
mately leading to much better health for Albertans. 
Individuals, their families, their friends, their employers 
and society as a whole will benefit tremendously.” 

The decades-long fight against youth tobacco use in 
Alberta has had a number of successes over the years, 
with far fewer young people smoking today than in past 
decades. 

Hopefully these newly announced legislative efforts will 
lead to even more victories in the anti-tobacco use war 
being fought on behalf of Alberta young people. 

And with the future health-care cost savings that will 
result from keeping young people tobacco free certainly 
running into the billions of dollars, all MlJks should be 
encouraged to make sure these new legislative initiatives 
move forward without delay.

Banning flavoured tobacco won’t stop youth smoking 


I’ve had enough. Not enough nico¬ 
tine, though. 1 am a smoker, in case 
anybody hasn’t seen me in front of 
the office with my pipe. I smoke 
because I like it. 

There are a plethora 
of bad things that it will 
do to me, I know. But I 
do it anyways. 

I am an adult, of age, 
and can legally smoke 
whatever tobacco I 
want to. 

But I’ve had enough 
of our governments try¬ 
ing to get rid of 
flavoured tobacco 
products because they, 

‘entice youth to smoke.’ 

Yes, I understand that 
youth are more likely 
to smoke if there are candy, fruity- 
flavoured tobaccos, but what about 
the adults, like myself, who er\joy the 
odd cigarillo? 

Even my mother, who quit smoking 
cigarettes years ago, still ei\joys a 
few cigarillos after a drink or two. 

Cigarillos have more natural tobac¬ 
co, less strong smoke, little to no 
cravings, and hey, they taste great! 

Two years ago, the Canadian gov¬ 
ernment banned flavoured tobacco 
products weighing under 1.4 grams 
that contained cigarette filters. 

Thankfully, for cigarillo lovers 
everywhere, Casa Cubana, producer 
of both lYime Time and Bullseye cig¬ 
arillos was the first company to offi¬ 
cially exploit a loophole in the new 
law. 

Its newest ‘Plus’ cigars were 
altered just enough to satisfy the new 


regulations. 

Prime Time Plus cigars exceed the 
minimum 1.4 g weight requirement 
and do not use a cigarette-style filter. 
Since they were now legal again, 
many other cigarillo produc¬ 
ers quickly followed suit. 

That was one hurdle, but 
now the government is 
going after shisha bars and 
shisha. 

Shisha, for those who 
don’t know, is a mix of 
flavoured molasses and 
tobacco. It is smoked 
through a water pipe, called 
a hookah. 

Shisha bars are lounges 
where people of age can 
come to legally smoke 
shisha indoors, while drink¬ 
ing their favourite beverage. These 
facilities may soon be outlawed by 
the Alberta government, much to my 
chagrin. 

I have had some really good times 
with friends, and even family, sitting 
around a table and puffing on the 
aromatic and flavourful wonder that 
is shisha. 

The provincial government would 
like to ban shisha and other 
flavoured tobaccos now. 

This is supposedly to stop youths 
from smoking. Youths cannot go into 
shisha bars because they are not of 
age, but that’s beside the point, 
apparently. 

Youths cannot even legally buy 
shisha, or any other tobacco product, 
because they are not of age. 

Smoking w ill always be a forbidden 
fniit for youth, because it may give 



the illusion of being more mature. 

Youths smoked long before there 
was any sort of flavoured tobacco, 
and they will continue to smoke if 
flavoured tobacco disappears again. 

Perhaps instead of attempting to 
force society one way or another, 
maybe the government should spend 
more time focusing on education. 

If youths refuse to accept the edu¬ 
cation they have received about 
smoking, then the government has 
done all it can do. 

It is not the government’s job to 
control people’s lives, but while 
we’re on this tangent, here’s another 
suggestion: why not make the penal¬ 
ties for those caught selling to youth 
so harsh that nobody will be willing 
to do it? 

Unless the government wants to 
outlaw tobacco entirely, there will be 
a problem with youths smoking. 

The government could actually 
make a more meaningful difference 
by banning unhealthy foods, which 
cause countless problems for our 
health-care system. 

They could also try banning alco¬ 
hol, because, let’s face it, liver prob¬ 
lems and other complications from 
alcohol abuse also weigh down our 
system, not to mention the policing 
required to keep rowdy drunks in 
line. 

We could just continue this logical 
line of thought until the government 
becomes the ultimate nanny, repri¬ 
manding us for everything it doesn’t 
want us to do. 

Or, we could let people make their 
own choices, and let them live with 
the consequences.

Council considers new skate park initiative

If youth have their way, the Didsbury skate park ntay 
eventually grow into a full-sized park, with a little help 
front town council. 

It was brought to the attention of Coun. Peter 
Versluys last month that youth in the town are really 
looking for something more. 

Versluys said when he attended a Take Off Pounds 
Sensibly meeting in early October, there were various 
groups in attendance who wanted to voice their opin¬ 
ions on recreation in Didsbury. 

A skate park facility, drop-in youth centre, as well as 
Live Action Role Playing were discussed, but the skate 
park was the focus of the conversation, he said. 

“What I quickly decided is, if this is what the youth are 
talking about, the community can’t just let it slide," said 
Versluys. 

“Some students were willing to do the groundwork 
looking at Olds, Sundre, Airdrie and Taber,” he 
added. “They looked into it, and the report was back 
swiftly.” 

Zach Creighton, who helped to kick-start the skate 
park initiative, said he has been in town for a while, and 
he’s heard many suggestions for the skate park. 

He noted that in the past, there have been teens with 
some good ideas, but it has always fallen through at one 
time or another, so he decided to kick-start an official 
initiative. 

Creighton, who works with kids through the Didsbury 
Out of School Care Association, said “A lot of the kids I 
work with use scooters, and a lot of the time I’ll drive 
by the skate park and see a lot of kids using it.” 


He noted that Sundre has a skate park too. 

“It’s not only teens using it, it’s younger kids too.” 

He helped write up a report of how parks were fund¬ 
ed by towns and the county. 

When completed, he sent his report to council but 
also to the other teens, and other friends. 

In his mind, he said that the type of park he would see 
Didsbury needing is similar to the Sundre skate 
park, which is still small compared to the one in 
Airdrie, but big enough for how many people would 
utilize it. 

“1 tried to include, in my report, numerous town 
sizes," he noted. “Airdrie ends up servicing massive 
amounts of people.” 

Didsbury CAO Roy Brown noted at the Committee of 
the Whole meeting that the town is going through a 
recreation master plan and will require five community 
members to take part in that committee once the report 
has been completed. 

Mayor Brian Wittal said he knows there were a few 
kids working to raise money in the past, but they’ve 
never been able to raise enough money on their own. 

“If this is a priority for the community then we need 
to be prioritizing and focusing on that,” said Wittal. 
“Even if it’s just a little word of mouth that this is being 
worked on, it may get the community moving on it.” 

He said that the price does really put a damper on the 
whole idea though. 

“It becomes pretty disheartening. Even the Sundre 
(skate park) that would be more to our liking, is a quar¬ 
ter-million dollars.” 

He noted that the town had set aside some money 
over the last couple of years. 

“It might be a few thousand dollars now, which does¬ 


n’t go very far either, but we’ve always said we need to 
do this recreation master plan, sit back and look at 
what we have, what it is people want, and what we need 
to do,” said Wittal. 

One of his considerations, he said, is whether the 
skate park, if built, will get used for years to conte with 
minimal maintenance costs. 

Building the pool 30 years ago seemed like a good 
idea, he said, but as it has gotten older, the operational 
costs have been going up. 

“A skate park, that’s a bit simpler. You may have to do 
some repairs on it every few years. Paint it, whatever 
you need to do to it to keep it in good condition, but 
that’s pretty much it. 

“I don’t think it’s a bad idea, but it’s a lump of money 
to come up with, short term.” 

He noted that if the town saved $50,000 per year for 
the next five years, the town may be able to budget for 
it, but that is a long way down the road. 

And for taxpayers, he noted, that’s a big chunk of 
change. 

“There’s not an easy solution, and as I said the 
priorities have to be decided on." 

“You’re not getting a net dollar return on it,” he added, 
“but that’s not what recreation is about.” 

Recreation, he said, is about keeping the community 
active. 

“And if it’s skateboarding or whatever, they’re 
having some fun. It’s definitely an important thing, but 
councils have been reluctant to just step out in support 
of it. 

“All those things have to be looked at, like what we 
want, what we need, and what we can afford are three 
different things.”
